WENT TO WORK

brought her to San Francisco 
where she found more suitable 
work for the girl.

—Fairfax School District request­ 
ed that home instruction be fur­ 
nished for Miss Chavez so she 
could receive an eighth grade 
school certificate. 
LIKE A DEMON 
“And in those weeks she has 
worked like a demon,” Forry ex­

receive her certificate.” 
“Eighth grade graduates in Cali­ 
fornia are required to pass an ex­ 
amination on the U.S. Constitu­ 
tion,” Forry explained. “Miss Cha­ 
vez passed with a perfect score,” 
he stated. 
“On the basis of the work done,” 


he continued, “she expects to 
qualify in English and arithmetic 
for state civil service employ­ 
ment.”

Geneva Conference May 


Abandon Korea Talks 


By MAX HARRELSON 


GENEVA UP)—The 16 U.N. Ko­ 
rean allies drafted a demand to­ 
day for an end to the deadlocked 
Korean peace talks. Similar action 
on the stalemated Indochina par­ 
ley may come tomorrow. 
Delegates of the 
16 nations 
planned to submit a statement 
to the 19-power conference on 
Korea today declaring that fur­ 
ther talks on Korean unification 
are useless at this time and re­ 
ferring the thorny issue back to 
the United Nations for further 
*tudy. 
The Indochina phase of the 
conference was in recess until to­ 
morrow, when it will take up the 
Western demands that Commu­ 
nist-led Vietminh forces get out 
of Laos and Cambodia. 
RED REACTION * 
Western sources said Commu­ 
nist reaction to these demands on 
Laos and Cambodia would deter­ 
mine whether the Indochina talks 
will continue. 
British Foreign Secretary An­ 
thony Eden made this clear at a 
secret session yesterday. He told 
the nine-party meeting that the 
Indochina conference had made 
but one solid achievement — the 


start of military discussions be­ 
tween 
representatives 
of 
th e 
French Union and the Commu­ 
nist-led Vietminh. 
EDEN BALKS 
Eden was understood to have 
added that if the parley fails to 
make progress tomorrow on *the 
problem of Laos and Cambodia, 
he was not sure it would be worth­ 
while to continue debate. 
He suggested that a wise course 
might be to suspend dis c u s s i o n 
until the military commission fin­ 
ishes its work of drawing cease­ 
fire lines. 
Informed quarters s a i d 
the 
Briton was not thinking of any 
overnight recess, but of a consid­ 
erable interval. 
This was regarded as particular­ 
ly significant since Eden in the 
earlier stages of the conference 
had been the mast patient of the 
Western leaders.

TRENTON, N J. (A*>—Gov. Rob­ 
ert B. Meyner said he will an­ 
nounce today detailed charges of 
misconduct against the late ex- 
Gov. Harold G. Hoffman, whose 
daughter disclosed that he em­ 
bezzled $300,000 in bank funds to 
finance his stormy political career 
and pay off a blaCkmailer. 
Meyner told a news conference 
yesterday Hoffman wrote a letter 
May 1 to hir daughter, Mrs, Ada 
Leonard of Madison, to say he em­ 
bezzled the $300,000 to pay ex­ 
penses during his four years in 
Congress from 1927 to 1931 and for 
his successful 1934 gubernatorial 
campaign. 
PLEDGE TO PAY 
Mrs. Leonard, !' a letter to Mey­ 
ner last night, pledged that the 
Hoffman family would repay every 
cent of the money. Her mother 
last Monday was voted a $6,000-a- 
year pension by the State Legisla­ 
ture. The bill awaits Meyner’s 
signature. 
Hoffman, affable after-dinner 
speaker and president of the fun- 
loving Circus Saints and Sinners, 
was suspended March IS by Mey­ 
ner as director of New Jersey’s 
Division of Employment and Se­ 
curity, a $13,500-a-year post he 
had held since he left the gover­ 
norship in 1938. 
At the time of the suspension, 
Meyner said he had evidence of 
“widespread irregularities” in the 
purchase of division supplies and 
equipment. 
CHARGES SIMILAR 
An authoritative source said the 
charges against Hoffman include 
a reference to the $300,000 and 
recommendations for the dismis­ 
sal of several persons, including 
one in another department. 
Hoffman, a Republican, died of 
a heart attack June 4 in New York 
at the age of 58, and the next 
da: Mrs. Leonard demanded that 
Meyner clear her father’s name 
immediately. In her letter to Mey­ 
ner last night, Mrs. Leonard apbl- 
og zed to the Democratic govern­ 
or because “for almost two weeks 
you have appeared in a crucially 
unfair position.” 
OTHERS INVOLVED 
In an affidavit recounting the 
letter written to her by her father, 
Mrs. Leonard quoted him as say­ 
ing a “certain wealthy elder can­ 
didate who is now* deceased” prom­ 
ised to meet his congressional 
campaign costs but did not, lead­ 
ing the way to the embezzlement, 
which “got deeper and deeper.” 


Churchill-lke Meet In 


Washington In 10 Days 


WASHINGTON (JP) — Britain’s 
Prime Minister Churchill will meet 
President Eisenhower here in 10 
days.

Dulles said today he hopes the 
informal talks will lead to closer 
understanding on collective de­ 
fense cf Southeast Asia, against 
communism.

NO DECISION EXPECTED 
Dulles made it clear that France 
will not be represented at the 
meeting but said that no decisions 
will be made anyway. He said it is 
not unusual for the President to 
neet separately with either British 
or French officials.

Secretary 
James C. Hagerty, announcing the 
forthcoming visit, told reporters 
there will be "an informal meeting 
between the President and his two 
ol(J friends,” without any formal 
agenda. 
“Many things, a lot of things, 
will be discussed,” Hagerty said. 
The meeting comes at a time when 
Great Britain and the United 
States, powerful allies in World 
War n, no longer see eye to eye 
on various aspects of foreign policy 
and the effort to check commu­ 
nism. 


SPLIT ON INDOCHINA 
On the Indochina crisis, the two 
governments have been taking dif­ 
ferent approaches, particularly at 
the Geneva conference. 
During the war, Qhurchill came 
to the United States several times 


for consultations with the late 
President Roosevelt. 
Eisenhower, as supreme Allied 
commander in Europe, came to 
know Churchill well during the 
war. Since the five-star general 
entered the Whit. House he has 
met once with the British leader— 
in December, 1953, when the two 
conferred with French Premier 
Laniel in Bermuda in an effort to 
harmonize policies of the Western 
Big Three.

“B ut it's only 53 acres with a 
few hundred feet of beach, and 
the state isn’t interested in it 
unless it can occupy two rangers 
on full time,” he explained. 
FINANCING PLAN 
In the state’s m atching funds 
program, he explained, any area 
desired for a park may be had 
if the county raises half the re­ 
quired purchase price. The state 
will m atch th at amount. 
If the state isn’t interested in 
the 53 acres of Drake’s Park, we 
must make available enough land 
to have something concrete to pre­ 
sent to them , he continued.

CHICAGO (U.R)—Natural defense 
mechanisms of the body over­ 
power cancer in seven out of eight 
persons after they reach the age 
of 40, according to a prominent 
surgeon.

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EDITORIAL OPINION 
HE'S JUST A KID 
People Suffer Loss When 
David Goes Off Tam Board 


L. Earle David’s service on the Board of 
Trustees of Tamalpais Union High School 
is drawing to a close. H e chose this year 
N O T to seek reclection and when his present 
term expires in another two weeks, he will 


step.off the board. 
His departure from this particular field 
of public service is, we think, a distinct loss. 
W e considered it a rare stroke of good 
fortune when he went onto the board some 
years ago. It is not often that citizens are 
so fortunate as to be represented on a school 
board by a man of David’s qualifications. 
H e is a retired businessman of means. 


That means he had considerable time to 
devote to the job of being trustee. And it 
likewise meant that he had no desire nor 
need for any personal gain from his service. 
Before he served on the Board, he headed 
a citizens committee advocating passage of 
the bond issue that provided funds for erect­ 
ing Sir Francis Drake High School in San 
Anselmo. 
During bond issue campaign, he became 
thoroughly familiar with the problems of 
the Tam High distiiet, its finances and its 


needs. 
When lie was named to the board bv 


former County School Superintendent Henry 
Greer, he probably took office with a greater 
knowledge of the job than any new trustee 


before him. 
As we say, the citizens of the Tam High 
district profited from all this. 
And now that David's sen ice on the Board 
is about to end, his departure is a loss to 


the people. 
His service has properly won the admira­ 
tion and respect of those who had occasion 
to become personallv acquainted with it. 
He has earned a "well done” from all 


hands. 
For awhile it looked like the district might 
suffer a double-barreled loss. For veterart 
Trustee Ed Thomas had announced his in­ 
tention to resign. Fortunately, he has re­ 
considered and decided* to continue his 
valuable service. 
His long service on the Board—he is the 
senior member by a wide margain—has 
acquainted him with all the district’s prob­ 
lems. He knows the affairs of the Tam 
district "inside out.” 
It would, as we say, have been a loss to 
have him leave the board. It is fortunate 
that he has seen fit to remain.

Installment buying of plane tickets for 
international travel is now’ a reality. T he 
airways are requiring only a 10 per cent 
down payment, w ith the balance to be spread 


over 12 months. 
The federal transportation tax was re­ 
duced from 15 per cent to 10 per cent in 
the excise tax cuts effective Apr. 1. The 
Internal Revenue Department has since—on 
May 1-plugged a loophole whereby some 
tax-dodgers were buying tax-free tickets in 
Canada and Mexico for travel within the 
United States. 
Travel in Mexico, by the way, has been 
more attractive by the devaluation of the 
peso in mid-April. The rate was changed 
from 8.65 to the dollar to 12.50 That brought

Atom Power Gains Momentum 
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WHAT OUR READERS 
Encounter With Mountain Lion 
On Hill Near Fairfax Recalled 


EDITOR. 
Independent-Joumal; 
Early today a mountain lion— 
“the first in 25 years to be killed 
In Marin County”—was shot on 
the Point Reyes-Petaluma road. 
About four to six years ago, 
within a fifteen-minute walk of 
my residence on Manor Hill of 
the City of Fairfax, I came upon 
a young mountain lion. When I 
promptly reported it to the game 
warden at San Rafael the an­ 
swer was coldly polite: “There 
are no mountain lions in Marin 
County, you must have seen a 
large Tom cat.” I insisted I was 
thoroughly familiar with cats, 
wild and domestic, this was un­ 
like any of them, and I had an 
excellent chance to observe it. 
I had gone for a walk in the 
woods on. the top or Manor Hill 
on a warm day in early summer. 
There was then no Boy Scout 
Camp, the country was wild, 


heavy with deer. A road—pri­ 
marily for fire fighting, winds 
through what is now water com­ 
pany property, immediately ad­ 
jacent to the City of Fairfax. 
Finding 
an 
inviting 
spot, 
I 
stretched out and went sound to 
sleep; wakening, I started leis­ 
urely back and had gone not ten 
feet from where I had been 
asleep, when I saw a small ani­ 
mal—which at first looked like 
a very large cat—cross the road, 
not fifteen feet from where I 
stood, for as usual when in the 
woods, I stop and “freeze” so as 
not to frighten any of the wild 
birds or animals. The “cat” also 
stood still—in the center of the 
road. The wind was toward me 
so it did not get my scent. I 
noted it was different from any 
wild animal I had seen: it was 
exactly the color of the tawny 
hills, and I made an instant

w’ re told, driving a super-high­ 
way through us toward New 
York.

WELL, I WISH I could report

coming this way. Actually no new 
word has come. Actually, as w-e 
were saying last night on the 
porch, life isn’t like that. 


Yet I can report some good 
news. Nobody has talked about 
the highway in several months 
now. That fellow has finished 
painting his home. I have spread 
much fertilizer and top soil on 
our lawn. Life goes on. 


THE 
GOOD NEWS around 
here, I think, is that people now 
feel absolute permanence is too 
much to ask in this or any time. 
.No one is bitter or hysterical 
about it any longer.

• somewhere else. If it misses us 
wide we’ll stay.

SACRAMENTO (CNS) — As 
California parents become more 
and more confronted with the 
problem of juvenile delinquency, 
they are beginning to wonder 
whether or not the laws that 
preclude youngsters from easy 
access to available work should 
not be looked into rather thor­ 
oughly. 


Except for high school grad­ 
uates, students between the ages 
of 12 and 18 years must have 
work permits from their schools 
before they can get a job. or the 
employer is liable. 


THERE IS A feeling among 
legislators that the red tape sur­ 
rounding a job for a minor is 
conducive to keeping young peo­ 
ple away from w’ork, rather than 
encouraging them to get out and 
look for jobs, and it is this feel­ 
ing that has caused many of the 
state’s law-makers to wonder 
whether or not the original pur­ 
pose of the child labor laws has 
been lost in the obscurity of 
bumbling bureaucracy. 


That some segments of of­ 
ficialdom are recognizing the dif­ 
ficulties of 
young 
people 
in 
finding something to do in their 
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idle time is seen in a recent re­ 
lease from the state department 
of employment, headed by Wil­ 
liam A. Burkett. 
The department has outlined 
a youth farm work program for 
summer 
vacation 
employment 
for the first time in many years. 
The program is not a government 
subsidized idea to keep the young 
people busy, rather it appears to 
be a hard-nosed effort to see 
that California farmers during 
the forthcoming harvest season 
have sufficient help to gather in 
the crops. 


THE 
Y O U N G 
people 
are 
warned 
that 
they 
must 
be 
“strong and physically able to 
undertake hard work, most of 
which is in the hot sun.” The 
announcement also points out 
earnings may be low until the 
worker gets on to the tricks of 
the trade. The responsibility of 
the worker toward the employer 
is also stressed. 


THE 
DEPARTMENT’S 
work 
program cannot apply too ex­ 
tensively in the urban areas, 
where the delinquency problem is 
more rampant. Yet there have 
been some steps taken in certain 
areas, such as the city of Berke­ 
ley, where a school and citizen’s 
committee working with Mrs. 
Marjorie Walker, manager of the 
state department of employment 
office in that city, developed 
what they term a “workreation” 
program. 
Under this system, the city and 
the board of education hire 45 
boys during the summer. The 
boys work four hours a day, and 
the remainder of the day is spent 
in recreational activity. 
For tw’o years, 
the 
program 
has worked out with good re­ 
sults, according to Mrs. Walker. 
The city is pleased with the work 
the boys have done, which in­ 
volved landscaping, construction 
work, path and wall repairs and 
construction in parks, and other 
activities which contribute to the 
upbuilding of the community. 
Parents 
are 
pleased 
because 
their youngsters have something 
to do during the summer and 
earn money besides. 
And 
the 
young people themselves, accord­ 
ing to reports, have become in­ 
terested in the work. 


“Mother Nature” (I once had a 
course on it while at Stanford);

I had startled or frightened it 
into a cry, I still shudder to 
think. 
Realizing that that mother 
and her cub were close to habi­ 
tation, and others might like­ 
wise take innocent walks in those 
woods, I immediately notified the 
authorities, only to be politely 
told there were “no mountain 
lions in Marin County.” Upon my 
insistence, they did politejy tell 
me they would send out a hunt­ 
er. Nothing further was heard of 
the matter. 
Later I made a special trip to 
the San Francisco zoo and con­ 
firmed what I had seen, for there 
I saw the identical animal: a 
young mountain lion of identi­ 
cal color, form, etc., as the one 
I had met only fifteen minutes 
from my home on Manor Hill, 
Fairfax. 
Today’s “shot” further con­ 
firms my experience. 
Incidentally— and in passing, 
it wis some six years ago, like­ 
wise—that a very beautiful, snow 
white civet cat, with a black 
stripe on each .side, raced across 
my terrace in hot pursuit of my 
pet civet cat (skunk) Jupiter Pe­ 
tunia—who 
was 
black, 
with 
white stripes. Excitedly the game 
warden told me such an animal 
was “heard of once in a hundred 
thousand or so”—though he him­ 
self had never seen one. 
Fairfax, apparently, has some 
most unusual—“game.”

WASHINGTON—It is evident 
that inside and outside the Ad­ 
ministration there is gathering

peace-time power. 
There are two controlling ob­ 
jectives. 
One is to 
keep the United 
States in the forefront in devel­ 
oping the peaceful uses of atomic 
energy. 
The other is 
to 
place 
the 
peaceful atom, with its capacity 
to put industrial power where it 
Is most needed, at the disposal 
of under-developed nations so as 
to 
increase 
the 
free 
world’s 
standard of living and render It 
more secure from Communist in­ 
roads. 


THE DEVELOPMENTS which 
point to such an undertaking are 
these: 
1. — President Eisenhower in­ 
tends to push forward with his 
project for 
an “International 
Atomic Bank” even if the Soviet 
Union refuses to join. 
2. — Lewis L. Strauss, chair­ 
man of the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission, says the United States 
is preparing to call an interna­ 
tional conference of scientists in 
the next few months to explore 
“the benign and peaceful uses” 
of atomic science. 
3. — Robert Lebaron, assistant 
to the Secretary of Defense for 
atomic energy, has just proposed, 
w i t h 
evident 
administration 
blessing, “the immediate forma­ 
tion of a Manhattan Engineer 
District for peacetime power . . , 
if we would only recreate the 
Manhattan 
Engineer 
District 
philosophy and the unique de­ 
votion for the military atom in 
a campaign for 
the 
peaceful 
atom, w?e could move Into this 
great new era in five years in­ 
stead of 10.” 
4. — William C. Foster, a lead­ 
ing figure in the government 
during the postwar and Korean 
crisis-years, is putting his own 
great influence as president of 
the United States Manufacturing 
Chemists’ Association behind a 
project to link private industry 
and government into an imagina­ 
tive “point four” program geared 
to atomic power. 


THESE CONCEPTS are all in 
the same pattern. They stem 
from a recognition of the same 
facts. The principal facts ate 
that practical, industrial atomic 
power is now within reach, that 
with some concentration of tal­ 
ent and resources, economically 
efficient atomic power reactors 


can be brought into reality. With 
breeder reactors atomic power 
can be employed so that it does 
not use itself up but actually in­ 
creases itself. Under these con­ 
ditions no nation need remain 
under-resources* or a have-not 
nation. 
A “packaged” atomic reactor, 
capable 
of 
being 
transported 
wherever it is needed and suf­ 
ficient to light a community of 
15,000 and turn all its industry, 
is now imminent. Britain is very 
probably farther ahead with its 
reactor programs than we are, 
particularly because of its need 
to develop an efficient substitute 
for coal. It is already meeting its 
objective to produce the atomic 
equivalent of 20,000,000 tons of 
coal a year and t.r'-ier expan­ 
sion is due during the next two 
years. Bear in mind that a pound 
of uranium the size of a walnut 
can produce the power equiva­ 
lent of 3,000,000 tons of coal or 
40.000,000 cubic feet of natural 
gas or 250.000 gallons of gasoline, 
You take it where you want to 
use it; it doesn't waste; it doesn’t 
depreciate; it grows. 
Drawing on his experience as 
a former administrator of the 
Marshall Plan, Mr. Foster be­ 
lieves that there is a tremendous 
opportunity here to help under­ 
developed 
nations 
to 
develop 
themselves with the assistance of 
American technicians and with 
the government loaning some of 
its power reactors — which would 
never be used up — at a moderate 
rental. 


IT SEEMS TO me that all of 
these ideas merge and are head­ 
ed in the right direction. Ws 
should avoid a give-away, here’s- 
something-for-nothing relation­ 
ship with the participating gov­ 
ernments. This is why there is 
merit in leasing fuel for power 
reactors to friendly countries 
who wish to participate in the 
atomic pool. 
There would also be great 
value in having as much non­ 
government participation as pos­ 
sible in such a project — more 
people-to-people 
than 
govern­ 
ment-to-government. 
Such 
an 
opportunity to serve the cause of 
a better peace might well appeal 
to the great American founda­ 
tions — Ford. Rockefeller, Car­ 
negie — which 
could 
provide 
much of the investment to de­ 
fray the expenses of American 
and foreign technicians. 
While we have to continue to 
fight the cold war, here is a 
project to help win 
the 
cold 
peace.

Stream Improvement Plan 


Sought For Marin County 


M&rin County has much better 
trout water than is generally 
realized. There are members of the 
Marin Rod and Gun Club who are 
familiar with these waters and 
can tell stories of little known 
at retches of water that, even with­ 
out the development and stocking 
and care they deserve, still fur­ 
nish fair trout fishing. 
Many rod and gun clubs and 
conservation clubs in other parts 
of the country, not nearly as rich­ 
ly endowed as we are, have exten­ 
sive and successful stream im­ 
provement programs. Much can be 
done in Marin County if someone 
will just get on the ball and run 
with it. 
Each year the state stocks our 
lakes with catchabie-sized trout. 
Bome of these should be made 
available to some of our streams 
even on a put-and-take basis and 
something should be done to make 
©ur streams worthy of the stock­ 
ing. 
The obvious water is Papermill 
Creek where a good start could 
be made. First step would be to 
work on the water that runs 
through the state park. Co-opera­ 
tion with land owners along the 
stream would be the next step and 
many 
improvements 
could 
be 
made at little cœt to make the 
water even more acceptable to 
trout. 
Corte Madera Creek from Kent- 
fiekl to Fairfax would be a won­ 
derful community project for the 
Marin Conservation League. The 
difficulties are obvious in that the 
run is almost entirely through pri­ 
vate lands, but. the right kind of 
» program, properly supervised, 
would appeal to the landowners. 
As the situation is now, unregu­ 
lated trespassing by children and 
some adults is common practice.

that water in the late winter for 
we saw them only last year. The 
story becomes more credible when 
you remember that steelhead were 
found in a San Rafael ditch this 
spring. 
There would be much work to 
be done, but, if this creek alone 
were cleaned up it could be made 
into a fine fishin’ hole for the 
kids and perhaps even the adults 
could be given a crack at it for a 
very short season. Or a couple of 
hours s day perhaps with artificial 
lures only or some such rule. 
Surely it could be turned into 
some sort of a park which could 
really be enjoyed and where na­ 
ture could be studied. We would 
go so far as to advocate some sort

be worked out for property own­ 
ers along the stream’s banks so 
that the whole community could 
gain benefit.

A well-known doctor recently 
asked an audience “How do you 
account for the fact that of all 
the natural functions of the hu­ 
man body, only child birth is 
painful?” The answers wfre di­ 
ve-«'- and uncertain but a few of 
then 
reflected the modern ten­ 
dency to believe th at child birth 
need not be as painful as it com­ 
monly is, and that fear and ten­ 
sion add greatly to the discom­ 
forts of labor and delivery. 
To help 
counteract 
muscular 
tension in pregnant women and 
thus to prepare them for a more 
peaceful childbirth is the job of 
Mill Valley kenesiologist, Ursula 
Irvine who conducts 
classes 
in 
pre-natal exercise and relaxation. 
Her 
pupils 
a r e 
prospective 
mothers referred to her by their 
doctors. To them Mrs. Irvine ex­ 
plains the muscular activity which 
takes place in labor and delivery 
and at what points in the process 
muscular relaxation or body move­ 
ments can help. 
From two to five months before 
the expected 
birth 
the 
young 
mothers-to-be gather weekly at 
her home or garden to learn the 
exercises which will prepare their 


muscles for the big event. They 
learn to relax so completely that 
on very warm days they tend to 
fall asleep in class. 


While Mrs. Irvine makes no pre­ 
tense of being a psycholocist she 
observes in her 
students 
“that 
mental relaxation tends to follow 
body relaxation” and th at her 
young women develop confidence 
and assurance by being with others 
having a common aim or prob­ 
lem. 


‘The pelvic rock or "hucklebuck” 
is one of our best exercises” says 
Mrs. Irvine. To demonstrate the 
pupils get on their 
hands 
and 
knees and arch their backs as 
high 
as 
possible 
(“like 
angry 
cats”). Then slowly they let their 
backs relax to sink into a concave 
curve (“like sway back donkeys”) 
Done standing up this same move­ 
m ent strangely resembles chorus 
line “bumps.” It can 
be • done 
while washing dishes, the instruc­ 
tor points out. 
Another important exercise con­ 
sists of sitting on the floor, cross 
legged, knees as near to the floor 
as possible, with back straight the 
body is bent in all directions. 


i 
Through diligent practice and an 


understanding of the birth pro­ 
cess these young women will gen­ 
erally become what the doctors 
call “better patients.” They will 
tend to fell less pain, suffer less 
emotional disturbance, have short­ 
er labor and requife less sedation 
than their untrained sisters, Mrs. 
Irvine says. 


Her classes are an extension of 
the movement 
toward 
“natural 
child birth” started several years 
ago in England by Dr. Grantley 
Dick Reid. “The sad thing is that 
the women who really need this 
training the most are afraid to 
come to me for help,” Mrs. Irvine 
said.
